There is a periodical in Leipzig which comprises a deal of informa- 
tion. It is an annual, and comes humbly in the form of an almanac, 
But it has the true Teutonic roominess, is plump and broad with learn- 
ing, has many excellent documents which have merit because they are 
fresh and current, treats of politics and fine arts, astronomy and fash- 
ions, and although printed in German, is light and airy to him or her 
who can read its fancy sketches. The Jilustriter Kalender is an insti- 
tution so far peculiar to Leipzig, that it has lived there and never been 
translated. It has occurred to us that such a book, published as an 
American compend, not containing statistics only, nor politics only, nor 
fashions only, nor simple tables of eclipses and statements of the rising 
and setting of the sur—but comprising a full record of all the events 
of each year in every department of American research, would sell, and 
be useful as well as profitable. There are several excellent publications 
already, which are issued annually, and find a market so readily as to 
suggest the idea that more elaborate affairs, perhaps of the same general 
character as the Leipzig annual, with portraits and plates, and cuts of new 
inventions, agricultural and otherwise, would add something to a niche 
upon our book-shelves, where it is just possible'to discover a vacancy of 
aninch. We are a matter-of-fact kindof people, yet such documents 
as Congress and the Legislature furnish, are but dry and dusty; we do 
not believe people would object, if the wisdom contained in bulky folios 
were condensed and polished, and so be made ornamental as well as 
matters of great utility.

PAPER IMPROVEMENTS. 


The Mercantile Library Association has recently added to its shelves 
a unique and valuable collection of the different qualities of paper 
now in common use. It was prepared by Mr. T. H. SAUNDERs, 
who has extensive paper manufactories in England, and was designed 
to be placed in the Paris Exposition of Art and Industry. The whole 
collection forms a large and massive volume in folio, the only one of its 
kind, we believe, in existence. The cost of its preparation is said to 
have been one thousand dollars. It has been presented to the Mercan- 
tile Library, through Mr. Saunders’ agent in this country, and is on 
view at the rooms. From a glance at the specimens presented, we find 
that no less than one hundred and fifty-one varieties of paper are now 
constantly manufactured by dealers for the supply of the European and 
American market. The book trade consumes an amount which is al- 
most incalculable, and usually the best qualities that are manufactured, 
are devoted to this branch of the demand. The newspaper press re- 
quires millions of sheets, of different qualities, for its daily and weekly 
supply. The banks consume large quantities, particularly the Bank of 
England, the notes of which are always water-marked, and are never 
reissued, but destroyed immediately after presentation at the bank. In 
Mr. Saunders’ collection, we do not see any samples of paper manufac- 
tured from materials other than the rags, which have been the paper- 
makers’ standard of orthodoxy for hundreds of years. We believe it 
has been reserved for the United States to produce specimens of good 
paper from materials which, at first sight, seem least suited to such pur- 
poses. ‘Attempts have been made, but thus far with only limited 
success, to procure a material for writing and printing from the fibres of 
plants and trees, but the use of forest wood has not arrived near the 
point of perfection, until within a period that is comparatively recent. 
The experiments of Mr. Bearpstry in his mill, in this State, have at- 








tracted some degree of careful attention, though we are not aware that 
even he has yet claimed to produce an article fit for the uses of the 
book-printer. The idea of turning young fibres of common basswood 
into a handsome paper, has the merit of novelty, and if in addition to 
this recommendation, it can be made to possess the superior one of 
economy, it will be worth remembering that the work is not given up. 
Probably it has been noticed by all readers that of late years, the cream- 
tinted satin papers have come into use for books. A poet is held to 
be especially enticing, when his sparkling thought is embalmed in 
a creamy, rich, suggestive page,—a few lines of type upon a sea of 
cream, and a general air of pleasantness about the page upon which the 
eye loves to linger. Our book-publishers are bent upon the intreduc- 
tion of improvements. Their policy is made to shape itself in accordance 
with the advancement of refined taste, and in it they doubtless find 
their account. Our books are more presentable than they were a few 
years ago, and the end is not yet. The next thing wanted is a cheap, 
and at the same time, a handsome and durable paper, that shall wear 
as long and look as well as the English, and yet cost far less and be 
more readily made when the market needs supply. From all we hear, 
we incline to the belief that that event is not very far removed from us.

REVIEW OF THE WEEK. 
AMERICAN, 

We can speak but of few new books this week, but many of these 
may justly be termed “important.” The first which we lay hands upon 
is exquisitely small—Messrs. Ticknor & Fields’ pocket edition of “ The 
Poetical Works of Alfred Tennyson.” To the lovers of the modern 
British Laureate, this edition of his Poetical Works will be the boon 
companion of Lawn and Field, the Rail-car and the Steamboat. It is 
a neatly printed 18mo. volume of over five hundred pages, and contains 
a finely-engraved portrait of the poet, with all, we believe, of his compo- 
sitions, including ‘“‘ Maud” and his more recent minor poems. The great 
feature of attractiveness in this volume is, its inimitable neatness and 
convenience. One would be able to almost conceal it in his vest-pocket. 
Hence, to travelers, and to persons addicted to rural retirement, 
volumes of choice literature, printed in this form, could not fail of being 
agreeable. Suppose then, that the publishers of this volume would give 
to the public a “ Library” of choice poetry—including “Childe Har- 
old,” “Don Juan,” “Lalla Rookh,” “The Irish Melodies,” etc., etc., 
would not the enterprise be a paying one? . . . Messrs. Sheldon, 
Blakeman & Co. have just published “The Marble Workers’-Manual, 
designed for the use of marble-workers, and owners of houses. Oon- 
taining practical information respecting marbles in general, their cutting, 
working, and polishing; veneering of marble; painting upon and color- 
ing of marble ; mosaics, composition and use of artificial marble ; stuccos, 
cements ; receipts, secrets, etc., etc. Translated from the French, by 
M. L. Booth. With an appendix concerning American Marbles.” In 
the words of the author of this book: “the Manual of the Marble- 
worker has been long demanded. It has also been needed by those 
proprietors who themselves desire to superintend works for which they 
do not choose to employ an architect. They will find in this manual 
all the information necessary to instruct them. We have probably 
invented nothing, but we have endeavored to make the most complete 
possible analysis of the treatises upon ancient and modern Marble- 
working, which until now have only been found in folios so costly 
and bulky, that it was very difficult to consult, and almost impos- 
sible to possess them.” From Messrs. John P. Jewett & Co. we have 
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one of their characteristic publications, “Six Months in Kansas, by a 
Lady.” It consists of a Series of Letters written from Kansas, be- 
tween September 1855 and April 1856. The authoress is a daughter 
of New England, a hater of the Southern “ Institution,’ and as full 
of anti-slavery convictions as Mrs. Stowe. Messrs. Mason Brothers 
have sent us a volume of Poems, by the author of “‘ Hampton Heights,” 
entitled “ Wayside Songs.” It contains over forty “Songs,” many 
of which are spirited;, but the generality of them have a smooth 
simplicity of versification that would reflect-no dishonor upon poets of 
greater pretension. T. B. Peterson, Philadelphia, has published “ Fe- 
male Life in New York City;” illustrated with forty-four real portraits 
from Life, by the late William Burns, editor of ‘‘ The New York Sunday 
Dispatch.” It is a twenty-five-cent pamphlet. Mr. J. P. Mendum, 
of Boston, has published in one handsome royal octavo volume, “ A 
Philosophical Dictionary ; from the French of M. De Voltaire. With 
additional Notes, both Critical.and Argumentative.” The celebrated 
work of M. Voltaire, a translation of which we here introduce to our 
readers, has already achieved too wide a notoriety to need any extended 
illustration. It has been often regarded as the terror of Theologians, 
and the vade mecum of skeptics; but the truth is, that its demerits 
and merits have been much exaggerated by both parties. Voltaire’s 
Dictionary is simply a useful, racy, readable and humorous work ; blend- 
ing with these qualities great trivialities, religious irreverence, and a 
large store of nonsense. Many of its author's objections against the 
divine origin of Christianity are shrewd, critical, and ingenious; but 
few will charge him with great depth, wisdom, or profundity. He was 
the most notorious Cynic of a Nation, the natural and constitutional 
existence of which is, and has always been, semi-cynical. Thomas Paine, 
between whom and M. Voltaire there were many points in common, 
was, in his day, a very clever but not polished writer. Like Voltaire, 
he was sceptical, having rejected, similarly, the religion of revelation. 
With his theological opinions, however, we have nothing here to do; 
since the portions of his works just issued by the publisher of ‘ The 
Philosophical Dictionary,” are simply his Political Writings. These are 
embraced in two neatly printed octavo volumes, prefaced by a Life of 
the author, written by “the Editor.” All, we believe, of Mr. Paine’s 
political pamphlets, letters, and squibs, deemed worthy of preservation, 
are contained in these volumes. The most important of his productions 
in this particular line, are “ The Crisis” and “The Rights of Man ”— 
the latter of which was an attempted reply to Burke’s great Essay upon 
the French Revolution. Any comparison of these pamphlets would 
certainly appear invidious; for one of them shall be classical so long as 
civilization exists, and the other must as surely perish. The publisher 
of the foregoing works—Mr. Mendum—has sent us another “little 
fellow” as companion to those we have noticed: “Good Sense; 
or, Natural Ideas opposed to supernatural; being a translation 
from a work called ‘Le Bon Sens,’ by Baron D’Holbach, author of 
the ‘System of Nature,’ etc., etc. Corrected and carefully revised 
by H. D. Robinson.” D’Holbach was not only a sceptic, but an 
atheist, and the tendency of his dogmatic theories were as com- 
pletely non-spiritual and animal as the more recent beastliness of 
Feuerbach. If a portion of the American public require books of a 
sceptical and philosophical nature, why not reprint more of Strauss’ and 
Comte’s Works, of Kant’s, Fichte’s, McKay’s, Hegel’s and Lessing’s ?— 
men who were completely up to the last results of scientific discovery 
and positive knowledge, and whose writings are not only wise, but free 
from the unlearned demagoguery of the Scepticism of the eighteenth 
century? It is well, perhaps, to have books that create povst, for this 
is the propelling power of Szaron arrex TrutH; and it sharpens the 
wisdom and spurs the industry of Theologians; and it redeems us, also, 
from the monotony of “ pulpit eloquence,” with the sameness of which 
we might be otherwise afflicted for centuries yet to come. But, oh! 
American Sceptic! we tell you, that the quaint scoffery of Voltaire and 
D’Holbach is too far behind that more famous school which sprung into 
being beneath the shadows of “The Kritique of Pure Reason,” and 
“The Positive Philosophy.” 





Let us now turn to a work of a different nature—of more imme. 
diate interest and of more genial characteristics—we mean the third 
volume of “The Life of George Washington.” By Washington Ir. 
ving. The octavo edition of this important work is now rapidly 
passing through the press. It is printed on fine paper, in pica type, 
of over 500 pages each, and illustrated with portraits and plans, 
The first, second and third volumes are now ready. It was expected, 
when first announced, that the whole would be completed in three 
volumes, but it is now ascertained that the material in the author's 
hands cannot possibly be compressed into that compass. It is believed, 
however, that no intelligent reader will find cause to regret the exten- 
sion of the work, which is necessary to give scope to the author’s plan, 
The present volume commences with the celebrated reply to Cornwallis, 
and brings the history of American events down to 1780. The fourth 
volume will complete the work, and it is no exaggeration to assert that 
it will constitute a valuable and honorable addition to our national 
literature. It is published by Messrs. G. P. Putnam & Co., who have 
also in course of publication a “ Narrative of the U. 8. Exploring Ex- 
pedition, during the years 1838, ’39, ’40, ’41, 42. By Charles Wilkes, 
U.S. N., Commander of the Expedition, &c., &c. In five vols., with 
thirteen maps.” The first volume of this splendidly important national 
work is now ready, and will be sold to subscribers only. It is one of 
the most successful illustrations of the progress of book-manufacturing 
in the United States, and of the great perfection at which that art has 
arrived in this country, that can be adduced. The size of the volume is 
large Royal octavo, it is finely printed, and profusely illustrated. The 
illustrations are exquisite, not so much upon account of their artistic 
merits—although in this respect unquestionably good—but because of 
their extreme naturalness and freedom from false and desecrating con- 
ventionality. In the present volume—which will be the thinnest of the 
Series—there are eight excellent page-size engravings, thirteen vign- 
ettes, and over seventy finely-executed wood engravings. It may be 
well, however, to state here that the first edition of this work appeared 
1844-5. It was then, as it now is, with the works which formed the 
scientific results of the expedition—embracing in all about thirty quarto 
volumes—one of the most munificent scientific undertakings ever 
accomplished under the sanetion and patronage of any other Govern- 
ment. And we do believe that, as a contribution to Universal Litera- 
ture and Universal Knowledge, it must- rightly take precedence of any 
similar publication that has appeared during the first half of the 
present century. Under such circumstances, it is not too much to say, 
that any library which shall be destitute of Wilkes’ “‘ United States Ex- 
ploring Expedition,” must necessarily be deemed incomplete. It is already 
printed, but it will be sold in semi-monthly and monthly parts, to suit 
the taste and convenience of purchasers. From the same house we 
have “Hertha,” a new and characteristic novel by Miss Bremer. 
Also, a new edition of Cooper’s “History of the Navy of the United 
States: continued to 1856, from the author’s MSS., and other authentic 
sources. With ‘portraits, plans, etc.” It is one octavo {volume, and 
beginning with the Mayflower, it “informs us where the first deck ves- 
sel built in our country was constructed, and where was built the first 
in Massachusetts,—the first sea-fight,—first regular cruisers,—first reg- 
uldr naval combat,—first buccaneers in American seas,—first American 
vessel engaged in the slave trade, and a thousand other facts illustrating 
the progress and growth of our navy, both mercantile and martial, till 
it comes down to Paul Jones and the American Revolution, when the 
narrative is confined principally to the exploits of the navy in the Revo~ 
lutionary war,—the war with Tripoli—the short war with France,— 
the second war with England,—the war with Algiers,—and the war 
with Mexico,—including voyages of discovery made by U. 8. armed 
vessels.” Our Naval history is brought down in its pages to the present 
day, embracing brief accounts of the expeditions commanded by 
Com. Perry and Lieut. Lynch. At the present moment, when eur 
peace seems threatened once again by our old adversary, such a work 
as that before us is but too likely to meet with public favor. It may 
not, at the same time, be amiss to state that this is the only full and 
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complete edition of Cooper’s “Naval History” published in the United 
States. 

One of Mdlle. Rachel’s troupe of actors in the United States, deno- 
minated Léon Beauvallet, published, upon his return to Paris, a history 
of his experiences in America, a translation from which, under the title 
of “ Rachel and the New World: atrip to the United States and Cuba,” 
has been just issued by Messrs. Dix, Edwards & Co. It purports to give 
a historical view of the adventures, fortunes ané misfortunes, of Mdlle. 
Rachel Felix, her brother Raphael Felix, and those who accompanied 
them to this ill-fated Nation. The “ Jasses” of Americans, according 
to the infallible Léon, are blindly and hopelessly ignorant; yet, not- 
withstanding, there are really some intelligent persons in the Land of 
Franklin and Washington.” And why, think you, are the Masses in the 
United States so unintelligibly ignorant? Because they would not re- 
lish the Alexandrines of Racine, as chaunted by a bow-legged Hyppolytus, 
whose vegetation might have been indigenous to French soil; but who 
could not, by any effort of the American imagination, be supposed the 
son of Theseus! for“those ancient Greeks were neither Monkeys nor 
Franks. Americans are expected to fill the coffers of strolling European 
artistes, who continually fight among themselves, and unite cnly in 
reviling their benefactors. This is gratefully characteristic of the tribe! 
The present work is not so savage in this respect, as we had expected. 
The truth is, its author could not be severe, his manner is deeply infected 
by trivial gossip and feeble humor; Jules Janin’s diatribe, first published 
in the Journal des Dedats, is the most foolish as well as cutting thing in 
the book. Yet the book has the merit of containing many blunt truths, 
quaint humor, and keen thrusts at the meanness of the Felix family. 
It may be read with profit; and it will, doubtless, be the cause 
of correcting many national, habitual, Jitile vices. Messrs. 
Mason Brothers have favored us with a copy of a new Music 
book, called “The Sabbath Bell. By Geo. F. Root.” It is a col- 
lection of Music for Choirs, Musical Associations, Singing-schools, and 
the home circle; consisting of three subdivisions arranged in the follow- 
ing order: Singing-school Music, Church Music, Occasional and Concert 
Music. We know but little of Music, in the truly scientific sense, yet 
we are free to confess that this work strikes us as being an admirable 
collection. Messrs. J. B. Lippincott & Co. have published “ The Grey- 
bay Mare, and other humorous American Sketches. By Henry P. Le- 
land.” It is in the novel order, contains more than three hundred pages, 
with illuminated sides and back, and several illustrations. From Shel- 
don, Blakeman & Company, we have a “Chronological History of the 
United States. Arranged with plates on Bem’s principle: by Elizabeth 
P. Peabody.” This is a School-book, in which a chronological method 
of teaching history is adopted by the Authoress. It is illustrated by 
painted plates of the four last centuries, prepared on the plan of Bem’s 
Charts of Universal History. It is well printed, neatly bound, and 
published at seventy-five cents only. From E. Dunigan & Brother, 
we have No. 2 of Gentillucci’s “ Life of the Blessed Virgin Mary.  II- 
lustrated with fine Steel Engravings and rich Vignettes.” It is equal 
in every respect to the former number. The Southern Baptist Society 
have sent us “‘ Southern Scenes and Scenery. By a Southern Lady ;” 
and “ Restricted Communion: or Baptism an essential prerequisite of 
the Lord’s Supper. By James B. Taylor, Richmond, Va.” 


Awynovuncements.—Calvin Blanchard promises Volney’s “ Researches 
in Ancient History ; embracing the History of the Jews, until the Cap- 
ture of Babylon.” Mr. B., it will be remembered, is publisher of several 
“liberal” works, including Comte’s “ Positive Philosophy,” Rousseau’s 
“ Confessions,” and Feuerbach’s “ Essence of Christianity,” to which, we 
presume, Volney is designed to form a companion. Messrs. Blanchard 
& Lea have in press'*‘ A System of Surgery—Diagnostic, Pathological, 
Therapeutic, and Operative. By Samuel D. Gross, M. D.” Messrs. 
Derby & Jackson announce “The Life and ‘Public Services of James 
Buchanan ;” and Messrs. Livermore & Rudd have commenced the pub- 
lication of a similar work. Messrs. Hickling, Swan & Brown, will soon 
publish a “ Physical and Political Atlas, designed to accompany Cartee’s 
Physical Geography. [Illustrating the Elementary Facts of Geology, 





Hydrology, Meteorology and Natural History ;” Tate’s “ Elementary 
Course of Natural Philosophy. In which the Principles of the Physical 
Sciences are familiarly explained and illustrated by numerous experi- 
ments and diagrams. American edition. Revised and improved by 
©. 8. Cartee, A.M., Principal of Harvard School, Charlestown ;” “ The 
Geography of Nature ; or, the World as it is,” translated from the French 
of M. A. Vulliet; and Arnoult’s “ Pronouncing French Reader.” Messrs. 
G. P. Putnam & Co. have, in press, Miss Cooper's “ Country Life,” beau- 
tifully Illustrated ; “ A memoir of Mrs. Harriet Preble ;” and “ Brazil and 
La Plata,” by Rev. C. 8. Stewart, U. S. N. Charles Scribner announces 
a new edition of “The Cyclopedia of American Literature ;” “ a Life 
of Prince Talleyrand ;” the Rev. B. Chapman's “ Life of Gustavus Adol- 
phus;” an illustrated “ Life of Washington” by J. T. Headley; “The 
Tongue of Fire,” by Rev. Wm. Arthur; “ Tales of Magic and Meaning,” 
ete., ete. Messrs. Miller, Orton & Mulligan are preparing for immediate 
publication “ A Life of Col. Fremont, with a report of his Explorations,” 
written by himself. Messrs. Sheldon & Co. will soon publish “ Sermons : 
by Rev. ©. H. Spurgeon. With an introduction by E. L. Magoon, D.D.” 

MiscELLanrous.—We have omitted to notice, heretofore, that Mr. 
James S. Dickerson, recently publisher and bookseller, at 697 Broadway, 
formed a connection with the house of Sheldon, Blakeman & Co. ; and 
that he has been succeeded in his old stand by Cuartes Ror, formerly 
his clerk. Mr. Roe is an enterprising, persevering, and industrious 
young man. He has made many important and tasteful alterations in 
his new store; the miscellaneous collections of books, which he has on 
hand, are choice, varied, and excellent; and we have no doubt but that 
he will be rewarded by that success with which honesty, experience, 
prudence and resolution, never fail to crown their votarists—one of 
whom he certainly is. 

FOREIGN. 

Enetanp.—The book which recently attracted most attention in 
England, was the first volume- of the “Memoirs of Sir Robert Peel.” 
The contents of that volume relate to the Roman Catholic Emancipation 
Question? It does not exhibit Peel in the light of a Statesman; he ap- 
pears before the World as a mere politician, moving with the current, 
and that against his avowed convictions. Messrs. Griffin & Co, recently 
published a hopeful book, entitled: ‘‘ A Universal Alphabet, Grammar, 
and Language ; comprising a Scientific Classification of the Radical Ele- 
ments of Discourse, and Illustrative Translations from the Holy Scrip- 
tures and the Principal British Classics: to which is added, a 
Dictionary of the Language. By G. Edmonds.” Need we say that, 
although ingenious, Mr. Edmonds’ darling theory of constructing a 
Language on philosophical principles, which shall be free from 
the imperfections attaching more or less to all existing languages, 
and fit to be the medium of communication all over the world, is a 
failure? Soitis. Volumes five and six of the “ Memoirs of the Life 
and Writings of James Montgomery ; including Selections from his Cor- 
respondence, Remains in Prose and Verse, and Conversations on 
Various Subjects. By John Holland and James Everett.” This work 
is spoken of as being fully as trivial and unimportant as the “ Memoir, 
Journal, and Correspondence of Thomas Moore.” Mr. Crofton Croker 
has published a pamphlet in reply to Mr. Macaulay’s attack in the Edin- 
burgh upon his edition of Boswell’s “Life of Johnson.” The 
Atheneum speaks of it as being a successful refutation of the “ great 
historian’s” positions. Mr. George Finlay’s “ History of Greece under 
Othoman and Venetian Domination,” has been cordially and favorably 
recejved. A work, which is at once instructive and amusing, is G. W 
Thornbury’s “ Shakespeare ; or, Sketches of our social History in the 
Reign of Elizabeth.” It presents an eloquent and graphic picture of 
the Social Life of Englishmen and women, in the days of the great 
Poet, and of England’s favorite Queen. Asan illustration of Mr. Thorn- 
bury’s style, we quote the following extract from his work :—“ Phe 
Elizabethan streets were filled by itinerant salesmen, many of whose 
trades have long since passed away ; charcoal sellers from the country, 
buyers of old lace, sellers gf ‘hot peas,’ and Irish applemongers. The 
open stalls were piled with rapiers, and targets, and Italian armour, and 
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poignards, and silk points, and ruffs, and feathers, roses for shoes, scarves, 
and a thousand other articles of finery now mouldering in quiet country 
vaults, or treasured here and there with wrong dates attached to them 
in the wardrobes of old show mansions.” And again :—‘ The ladies 
not only painted and rouged, But used false hair of various colours, which 
was frequently changed without regard to consistency ; their locks were 
trained on wire frames, and wreathed with gold and silver curiously 
wrought. Besides this, they wore pendant ornaments of bugles and 
brooches, rings and jewels. To supply the great demand for wigs, 
women went round to buy the tresses of country girls, and in London 
female thieves not unfrequently decoyed children upon lonely archways 
and robbed them of their hair.” 


France.—There have been several new books published recently 
in Paris, but none of such universal or local interest as to merit any 
particular mention here. A Paris journal asserts that M. de Lamartine’s 
long struggle to preserve his family mansion and estate from sale by 
auction, by his creditors—a struggle which, of late years, has caused 
him incessant literary labor—has ended in failure, and that he, in con- 
sequence, a ruined and broken-hearted man, has resolved on emigrating 
to the United States of America. The same journal says, too, that the 
grant of land in Turkey, which was so generously made to him some 
years back by the Sultan, has been retracted under circumstances which 
subject him to heavy loss. And it asserts—what, however, we confess 
we have difficulty in believing—that so much has his political and lite- 
rary popularity declined amongst his countrymen, that he can hardly 
find sufficient subscribers to his “ Entretiens,” recently started, to cover 
his expenses. We deeply lament to learn that so distinguished and so 
excellent a man is reduced to such sore straits. 


Grrmany.—A new edition of the complete works of Schelling is now 
being published by Cotta, beginning with his lectures on mythology. 
The editorship is in able hands, and the work promises to be a valuable 
addition to German literature. Also, a new edition of Kepler's entire 
works has been announced, and together with it appears an invitation 
to subscribe to a proposed monument to the astronomer, intended to be 
erected in Stuttgard, and for which the sculptor Braun has already sent 
in a model. 

Herr Ahlquist, a Finlander, has just published a grammar of the 
Votish idioms, which will be a most acceptable work to the student of 
northern languages and customs. The Voten (Vatjalaiset) are a people 
of Finnish descent, possessing singular customs and language. The cel- 
ebrated philologist, Sjigren, held their language to be a dialect of the 
Finnish; and with this Herr Ahlquist partly agrees, considering it, 
however, mingled with much of other northern dialects. 

The magistrates of Munich have decreed that the graves of Senne- 
felder, the inventor of lithography, who died in 1834, and Gablesberger, 
the inventor of stenography, who died in 1849, shall from henceforth 
be attended to, and kept with unusual care. 

Professor Joseph Miiller, one of the best Oriental scholars of the 
day, has been instructed by the King of Bavaria, to repair to Spain, 
there to examine the Arabic MSS. in the Escurial library in Madrid. 
They consist of a collection made by Philip II., and which, in spite of 
the destruction of many of them by fire in 1671, is considered the richest 
in the world. The Escurial catalogue by Kasiri enumerates many, the 
careful examination of which will doubtless throw new light on Arabic 
history. The study of them could not have been entrusted to worthier 
hands than Professor Miller, who, though he has published little, yet 
has given certain evidence that he possesses a complete mastery of the 
Eastern languages. 

A marble statue of beautiful workmanship, and in perfect condition, 
has been dug up in making excavations for the foundations of a church 
iff Atlantis, in Greece ; it is life-size, and represents a youth leaning on 
a column. 


The University of Breslau has lost one of her greatest ornaments in 
the person of Dr. Julius Athanasius Ambrosch, professor of philology, 
and director of the Academy of Arts and Sciences. 





Polish papers announce the death of Kajetan Kozmian, at Piotro- 
wice, one of the most celebrated of their poets. 

The death of the privy councillor Charles John, in Naumburg, has 
given rise to much discussion about the private secretaries of Goethe, 
Herr John, who held this post, was at first asserted to have been the 
only one thus appointed ; this was, however, not the fact. Goethe had 
such an unconquerable reluctance to the actual use of his pen, thateather 
than give himself this trouble, he would employ any one whom he could 
lay hands on to transcribe from his dictation, not only his literary works 
but even his private letters. There are two gentlemen still living in 
Weimar who acted in the capacity of secretary to the poet. 

Iraty.—Poor Italy! Her Literary glory is gone. There are no 
more Dante’s, Petrarch’s, Ariosto’s, or Bocaccio’s. The latest literary 
intelligence from there, is, that there is in course of publication at Flo- 
rence, by a very learned Hebrew scholar, Signor Benjamin Consolo, a 
translation from a Hebrew manuscript, which excites some attention in 
literary circles. It is a moral treatise of the eleventh century, entitled 
“ The Duties of the Heart,”—the work of Maestro Bechai, a Spanish Jew, 
eminent for his station, learning and holy life. The work was first 
written in Arabic, and subsequently translated into Hebrew by Judah 
ben Tibon, for “the daily edification” of the chosen people, among 
whose learned and devout teachers it still holds a high reputation for 
purity of doctrine and exalted piety. Signor Consolo publishes the 
work in parts,—of which three have already appeared, with a dedica- 
tion to Mr. Gladstone. Judging from the portion already published, 
the work of Maestro Bechai is not without interest, and will have its 
value for the student of Oriental languages, as well as for the far larger 
class of readers who feel an interest in such glimpses as it may afford 
of the time when, and the people among whom, it was written. 

A vine-dresser of Albano, near Rome, is said to have found in a 
vineyard the celebrated ring of Polycrates. This treasure, the history 
of which is familiar to all readers of Schiller’s ballads, was brought to 
Romeafter the death of Polycrates, 522 years before the birth of Christ; 
it was seen also by Pliny, and mentioned by him. The Emperor 
Augustus placed it ina golden case, and deposited it for safety in the 
Temple of Concord. The stone of the ring is of considerable size, and 
oblong in form. The engraving on it, by Theodore of Samos, the son 
of Talikles, is of extraordinary fineness and beauty. It represents a lyre 
with three bees flying about; below, on the right, a dolphin; on the 
left, the head of a bull. The name ofthe engraver is inscribed in Greek 
characters. The upper surface of the stone is slightly concave, not 
highly polished, and one corner broken. It is asserted that the possessor 
of this ring has been offered 50,000 dollars for it by an Englishman, but 
has declined it, expecting to make a more profitable bargain with the 
Emperor Alexander. 

The mosaic floor from Coazzo, representing in the centre a basket 
of fruits, and in the corners the four winds, has been placed in the 
Vatican Museum.
